more th an $41,625.000 in gasoline taxes, while Pennsylvania and New 
York, v tth two and three tim es C alifornia’s population collected about

The New' York rate is two cents a gallon and the 
C alifornia and Pennsylvania rate is three cents. 
No doubt these several factors of difference help explain why Cali­ 
fornia’s tax has been so productive. It is also true th a t her border states 
exact four cents a gallon, thus saving her citizens from the practice of 
“filling up the tan k ” beyond the boundaries.

ALIMONY FOR MEN 
A jobless Californian filed suit asking th a t his estranged wife be 
compelled to pay him $35 a week until he can get a job. 
He declares 
th at she controls valuable property. The case has suddenly focused at- 
tion on the apparent trend toward equality of the sexes in the m atter of 
alimony. 
Judge Sabath Ox Chicago has granted 20 settlem ents in the past 
.seven or eight years in which divorced wives are required to pay alimony 
to “disabled war veterans, tottering old men and m atrim onial castoffs.” 
He holds th at a m an sick and out of work is entitled to help from a 
divorced wife with property or an income, just as she would be helped 
by alim ony from the m an if the cases were reversed. 
In 1927, California enacted a law requiring women to pay alimony 
under certain circum stances. 
Several women have been affected by it 
up to this time. 
Illinois has no such law, though Judge Sabath's ru l­ 
ings have held, and a num ber of ex-hifsbands are receiving a regular 
stipend from their form er wives. 
A nother judge has required a wo­ 
m an to s nd her husband, who is ill and unemployed, $25 from the rental 
of propei ies jointly owned.

A great m any m en would not w ant such paym ents, but there is 
obvious justice in the practice in some cases. Furtherm ore, it should help 
to curtail, if riot to end, the gold-digging aetifities of women who m arry 
with early divorce and alimony in mind.

It is certainly 
advisable for the (old patient to 
avoid exposure on any day from the 
first to the seventh, and to that ex­ 
tent the advice is worth following. 
Rut surely it is common experience 
ibat probably the fourth day is bv 
all odds the one when the patient is 
most likely to go out and risk the 
danger of being chilled. If any large 
proportion of these individuals de- 
vr loped pneumonia the death rate 
from that disease would be much 
higher even than it is.

turbed state of affairs in the 
w ar-torn republic. 
The points of the compass 
are: 
Pe — north. Nan — south.

The signification of Nanking 
is “southern capital.” 
The province of Shansi is

chain.” 
S hantung—the province and 
peninsula—is

m ountains.” 
“Kow” is “m outh.” 
Thus 
the city of Hankow is at the 
m outh of the river Han. 
The translation of S hang­ 
hai is “city near the sea.” 
The term ‘fu” m eans “a 
person 
in 
charge of some­ 
thing.” or “the seat of a per­ 
son in charge of som ething” 
and is added to the nam es oi 
provincial capitals — as “Chi- 
fu.” 
Shanghai originally was a 
place of small im portance, and 
frequently is spoken of as hav­ 
ing been “not even a ‘fu ’ city,’ 
when foreigners wrere given 
treaty rights in its neighbor­ 
hood.

This is a new mining town, 
planned and erected in a modem 
manner, by this company on the 
banks of Ten Mile Creek. 
The city of Erie, the borough of 
Eddystone, Delaware county, and 
the borough of Hat boro, in Mont­ 
gomery county placed completed 
plants in operation during the past 
year. 
In addition to that, 
the 
borough of West Chester, Chester 
county, reconstructed two plants, 
and the Byberry Haspital of Phila­ 
delphia. rebuilt its treatment works 
to more adequately care for the hos­ 
pital needs. Tmlcum township, Del­ 
aware county, built needed additions 
to its plant. 
Six 
sewage 
treatment 
projects 
were launched during rthe year 1931. 
The Vesta Coal Co., found the in­ 
creasing demands of the mining 
community of Richeyville were tax­ 
ing the facilities of its treatment 
works too heavily, and is now con­ 
structing additions thereto.
